That the Empress Dowager should 
take umbrage at last‘at the reoccupa- 
tion of Moukden and the coercion of 
the Tartar General there, H. E. Tséng 
Chi, is not to be wondered at. As: 
we have already stated, the reoccupa- 
tion is really Russia’s reply to China's 
audacity in signing treaties with the 
United States and Japan whereby 
Moukden is made an open port; 
but the reason given by, Russia is the 
contumacy of a Chinese official who 
dared to behead some bandits who 
had been or were in Russian pay, and 
had been robbing peaceable Chinese. 
The Russians ordered the Tartar 
General to pnnish this official, who 
had had the pluck to do his duty 
without regard to consequences, in 
five days, and then, coming to the 
conclusion that Tséng Chi had no 
intention of obeying their unreason- 
able demand, they marched into 
Moukden and reoceupied it before the 
five days had expired. ‘This has ‘at’ 
last aroused China's self-respect, 
which seemed to us not merely 
dormant, but absolutely ded. In 
fact, Viceroy Alexcieff, by this action, 
has greatly assisted the persistent 
efforts of the representatives -of: 
Great Britain, the United States, 
and Japan at Peking to make the 
Government realise the danger. of 
the situation. It scems that in the 
Empress Dowager’s present frame of 
mind the advisers on whom Russia 
has been lavishing solid arguments 
find it desirable to lie low, lest they: 
be acensed of having been bought 
over, and, after all, the distribution 
of secret service money in Peking : 
has not had altogether the expec 
results. 

The reformers in China, that is, 
those who are assimilating Western 
ideas, are patriotic and anti-Russian 
to a man; and it is notable that 
Western ideas are spreading among 
the educated classes in China, with 
the encouragement of the Govern- 
ment, much more rapidly and 
widely than most of us imagine, 
This is conclusively seen in the 
questions that have been put to 
the students at the weent examina- 
tions in the various provinces of the 
Empire. The examiners, as every 
one knows, are all Hanlins, from 
Peking, and there was an idea when

As a matter of fac, 
except perhaps in the highest circles 
in Peking, it is almost impossible 
nowadays to dierentiate Manchus 
from Chinese; and even in Peking a 
large number of the Younger Man- 
chus, including the Emperor and 
many of the Princes, are as eager for 
reform as the younger Chinese liter- 
ati, which is one of the hopeful indi- 
cations of the awakening of China.

TELE OPEN DOOR IN 
MANCHURIA. 


9th November. 

Ir is generally understood in the 
North that the re-occupation of 
Moukden is Russia’s answer to the 

provision in the new treaties between 

hina and the United States and 
Japan for the opening of that city 
to foreign trade, Russia told us not 
long ago that she was entirely in 
favour of the open door “as it is 
understood in Russia;” and we are 
beginning to understand what that 
means, and to discover that it is 
exactly the kind of opening that we 
expected, Another illustration of 
Russia’s interpretation of the open 
door will be found in the following 
extract from the “China Times” of 
the 30th ultimo :— 

An extraordinary circumstance has been 
brought to our knowledge with reference to 
the export of cattle trom this province to 
Port Arthur, ‘The latter port is in need of 
such supplies, ‘but attempts made by for- 
cigners of otlier than Russian nationality, 
to supply the demand, are met by the 
intimation that the trado is prohibited. Tn 
exceptional cases, as where a man has 
actually bought cattle for the purpose, a 
consular permit may perhaps be obtained 
for that one consignment only, but on the 
strict understanding that it is not to be 
repeated ; and even then the permit is only 
granted on a payment of Tis. 5 a head to 
the Chinese-five tnels per each ox sent out 
of the province. 

At the same time Russian subjects are 
said to be exporting cattle in droves of| 
400, 500, and 600 from Shanhaikuan to 
Port Arthur without restriction or’payment 


of any duty. 

‘A still more crucial instance has 
just been brought to our notice, 
We have before us a copy of the 
“Rules temporarily Approved by His 


Imperial Majesty’s Viceroy in the 
Far East, appertaining to the Col- 
lection of Harbour Dues in Port 
Arthur.” The first three Rules are as’ 
follows; they are issued in Russian 
and English :— 

“1. Commencing with the Ist of’ 
November 1901, there will be in- 
augurated in Port Arthur a system 
of Tonnage and Pood Dues. 

“2. "Ten Copees for every registered 
ton will be collected on a ship enter- 
ing the Port. Shipowners will be 
allowed to pay the Tonnage Dues 
once in every four months ‘at the 
rate of Forty Copecs per registered’ 
ton. 

“3. Russian steamers will be re- 
quired to pay Tonnage Ducs at the 
rate of Ten Copecs per registered 
ton, once ayear.” 

Pood Dues are a kind of Wharfage 
Dues, and amount to from 4 Copec 
to 1 Cope pood (36 English pounds) 
on nearly all imports and exports, 
but it is provided that “ Goods carried 
by steamers from one Russian port 
to another will be compelled to pay 
pood dues of } of the above-named 
rates.” 

‘The preference given in the case 
of tonnage ducs to Russian steamers 
is a serious matter in the case of re- 
gular traders, A Russian steamer of 
suy 1,000 tons register will pay in 
tonnage dues 100 roubles a year ; an 
English steamer of the same size 
on the other hand will be made 
to pay 1,200 roubles a year, 
or no less than twelve times as 
much as his Russian competitor. 
And it is very evident that, as this is 
approved by Viceroy Alexeieff, simi- 
lar preferences will be given before 
long throughout Manchuria, which it 
is a mistake to think that Russia 
has been prompted by any philanthro- 
pic motive to annex. In these 
Regulations we have one answer to 
the question which the “Spectator” 
and other Russophil newspapers have 
often asked: “Why - should we 
object to the annexation of Man- 
churia by Russia? Shall we not do 
just as much. trade with the 
country in Russian as in Chinese 
hands ?”

Tuat President Roosevelt has 
taken the right course, in’ assisting 
the separation of the Isthmus of 
Panama from the United States of 
Colombia must be conceded by all 
reasonable people. It was monstrous 
that the progress of a great world- 
work like the Panama Canal should 
be thwarted by intrigues at Bogoté, 
a semi-civilised continental city with 
no interest of importance in the 
isthmus which forms one of the 
States of which it is the capital. At 





the same time, it is amusing to see 
the Republican President of the 
United States encouraging secession. 

We have little doubt thatthe 
adhesion of China to’ Japan ‘at the 
present crisis is very encouraging to 
all of us who hope that peace will be 
maintained in the Far East. ‘On the 
other hand, it is to be hoped that 
Japan will not allow Russia to oe 
out the negotiations to an unlimi 
extent, as the uncertainty is doing 
trade almost as much harm as’a war 
would do. Russia has'shown herself 
a past-mistress in the art’ of procras- 
tination, but if China and Japan 
remain firm, they should be’ able to 
bring her to book without © much 
more delay. ‘From what has srreared 
hitherto, it seems improbable that 
Germany will support’ Russia, as “it 
has’ throughout been stated that she 
proposed to maintain a strict neu- 
trality. 

We note with considerable’ regret 
Mr. Chamberlain’s appeal for £50,000. 
We do not want to sce the methods 
by which Protection has been ‘main- 
tained in the United States’ intro: 
duced into England. We do not 
want to sce manufacturers subscrib- 
ing large sums to campaign funds in 
order to secure protection for their 


particular industries Fortunately: 
there are many large manufacturers, 
like Mr. Chamberlain's brother 


Arthur, who acknowledge that’ pro- 
tection would benefit them personal: 
and who are yet, unwilling to see: it 
introduced; but there is ‘somethin, 
ominous in Mr. Chamberlain’s appeal.

Almost all investigations of this sort 
owe their origin to foreigners, who 


{ have so often repeated their conclu- 


sions as to the preponderance of the 
Chinese, that the latter have, by 
“reflex action,” come to repeat the 
observation th2mselves. It is rare to 
find a Chinese, unless he has come 
large'y under foreign influence, who 
knows or cares anything about the 
population of the eighteen provinces 
asa whole, his own province, his 
department, county, or city. The 
only way in which he can meet the 
foreigner’s incessant inquiry, “How 
many?” is either to retort “Who 
knows?” or else “ Many, many,” with 
uhe suppressed idea that the whole 
inquiry is into the realms of the 
ess lly uuknowable and useless, 
All Chinese have a vague idea that 
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the Chinese are indefinitely numerous 
on the stars-of-the-heaven, and sands- 
of-the-seashore plan, and that for 
them there can never be any scarcity 
of human materials. ‘The longer one 
lives in China the more he is 
likely to be impressed with the 
variety of talents of the people. 
There are in abundance _rustics who 
“never knowed nothink about nothink 
at all,” and on the other hand, there 
are tens of thousands of average 
Chinese who not infrequently surprise 
us with their unexpected capacities. 
Dr. Williamson once remarked in 
an article on the Chinese people, that 
it is very common to meet with able 
men among the coolies. In some 
other lands of which we know, these 
men would rise, but in China they 
never have a chance. It is when one 
is plunged in difficulties that a Chi: 
nese not infrequently best displays 
his unanticipated reserve of gratify- 
ing skill in meeting the emergency. 
On the other hand, if he hap- 
pens to be a stranger or withont 
interest in the matter, he “sleeves his 
hands and doesn’t care” in a signally 
unsympathetic manner. 

Tt is when there is a demand for 
men along lines to which they are 
accustomed that the reserve forces 
of the Chinese people become most 
conspicuous. At a prefectural ex- 
amination for the first or second 
degrees the candidates may amount 
to more than a myriad, and at the 
provincial examination’ there may 

e twice as many, and no one thinks 
it at all singular, but merely mentions 
that before the great ‘T'aipting rebel- 
lion half a century ago, there used 
to be many more! If coolies 
required for some distant land with 
which the Chinese are familiar, and 
where they are not afraid to go, it is 
surprising what armies can be col- 
lected. If labourers are called for to 
work on a new railway, to patch the 
embankments of an old river, to 
build an arsenal, or for any other 
purpose whatsoever, the applicants 
far exceed the number that can be 
employed. Every provincial capital 
positively swarms with “expectant 
officials,” who are frequently, perhaps 
generally, operated by a syndicate of 
their friends and acquaintances, who 
advance money to be repaid with 
compound interest when the debtor 
once gets a place. Memorials oc- 
casionally appear in the “ Peking 
Gazette” referring to this surp!us of 
applicants for office, in which it is 
said that even were no new accessions 
to be made to these “ waiters,” there 
are already enough to suffice for the 
next fifty years, or supposing that 
they all survived, for the next 
century ! 

Under these conditions it is a fact 
alike remarkable and melancholy 
that for the highest_and most vital 
purposes of the Chinese at this 
critical juncture of their long history 
is is almost impossible to find can- 
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didates who seem to be even possible. 
Tt is now much more than forty years 
since the conclusion of the great 
treaties which “open:d China,” and 
definitely admitted that the Chinese 
had been wrong in all their past di- 
plomatic efforts to extinguish, or curb 
friendly foreign intercourse. Only 
slowly and a little at a time did 
the perception of their failure pene- 
trate the skulls (or stomachs) 
of the Chinese and the Manchus of| 
thet day, and it may be even ques- 
tioned whether the notion has yet 
been accepted by their survivors. 
But since then their experience has 
been vast and varied, under condi- 
tions which for novelty and 
could hardly be surpassed. Where 
are the men who have so profited by 
it as to be available now that China 
so much needs them ? 

To be precise let us now mention 
some of the apparent necessities of| 
the Empire in this direction, and in 
the same connection give a rough 
estimate of the supply, albeit with 
many reservations for our self 
confessed ignorance, and the singular 
clement of the unknowable in all

It is the intention of the Committee to 
purchase a plot of land in a convenient and 
accessible situation, suitable for cricket 
and football, to be open throughout the 
year for the use of the Navy. - hereon 
Will be erected a Pavilion, to contain read- 
ing room and canteen, the latter being self- 





supporting and under the control of the! 


Senior Naval Officer in port ; such smali 
expenditure as may be required for main- 
tenance will be defrayed out of the local 
aniual subscriptions to the League. The 
scheme has been warmly approved by 
Officers commanding H. M’s ships ou this 
station, and there can be no doubt that, by 
providing our sailors with a Recreation 
Ground of their own, much would be done 
to eliminate many undesirable results of 
the .conditions at preseut existing for 
furlough men at Shanghai. 

The cost of the land and pavilion is 
estimated at Tis. 15,000 of which over T's. 
5,000 have already been subscribed. ‘fhe 
Committee of the Shanghai Branch of the 
League, in whose name and under whose 
control the property would hereafter be 
vested, now confidently appeals to British 
subjects for the funds required. Subserip- 
tious will be received by J. O. P. Bland, 
Hon, ‘easurer to the Fund. 

There can be no British subject 
here, whether he is a member of the 
Navy League or not, to whom this will 
not appeal. It gi ack a recreation 
ground which he can feel is his own, 
and where he can enjoy what will 
be virtually his own country club 
when he comes ashore on leave; and 
the well-considered provision that it 
is to be under the control of 
the Senior Naval Officer in port will 
make Jack feel still more at home 
there. That the scheme will be a great 
success we do not doubt for a moment, 
and if we owe, as we do, a large 
debt of gratitude to Jack, the British 
community will owe a considerable 
debt to the active and energetic brain 
which conceived the plan and put it 
in train, and we are sure that no 
recognition will please him better 
than liberal subscriptions to the fund 
required to bring the plan to maturity.

Local Conditions, 

This year we seo the unusual sight of ono 
half of the population rejoicing in abundant 
crops and the other half barely subsisting 
on the wheat that was gathered early in 
the summer. The cause of the anomaly is 
the great summer rainfall and the overilow 
of the lakes in South-west Shantung. ‘The 
whole of North Kiangsu, north of the dikes 
of the old Yellow River, was submerged 
under from five to ten feet of water for 
many days. ‘The autumm crops were nearly 
all lost. ‘The Yellow River levees saved the 
the south where there is now 
e the land of Egypt as thou goest 
-.” "The overflowed country usually 
supplies most of the fuel for the district, 
so now fuel is very scarce and the magistrate 
in despair has ordered the kilns to stop 
burning brick and lime. While it is not always 
wise to criticise it does seem to us.puerile, 
for, all the kilns will not burn more than 
1,100 man-loads of fuel this whole autumn 
and it requires more than 1,000 man-loads 
to supply the city with fuel for one day. 
‘The kiln owners behaved well and with 
characteristic Chinese submission said : 
“‘The words of the official are as thunder, 
so of course we must lie low awhile; then 
we will see.” 


Op’ 
‘A large opium crop is marketed, It is 
no longer mixed with earth and sold as a 
powder but it is Kept in the crude, green 
felatine state and sold in earthen vessels. 
Recently while travelling with a merchant 
who was buying for a wholesale opium 
house we had the opportunity of learning 
some opium statistics for the eight 
districts of North Kiangsu. There are now 
approximately sixteen million Chinese 
ounces of opium grown here annually. This 
is grown at 50 ounces to the mow on 64,000 
foreign veres or 100 square miles of land. 
This brings about 25 cents per ounce to the 
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farmer or four million dollars (Mex.) to 
this section, This is grown on land that 
swould produce five bundred thousand dollars’ 
Worth of wheat. So it will be hard to per- 
buade the farmer to stop growing the per- 
nicioas drug. Kwei Taotai, who has just 
been removed, is said to have grown very 
ich off the opium tax. He is said to have 
farmed the tax at the rate of three hundred 
thousand ounces while he collected the duty 
on sixteen million ounces.

‘The past summer was noteworthy for 
its unusually heavy rains, Canals, lakes, 
&e., have been very full and at Yaowan on 
the Grand Canal we were told -that the 
water was on a level with tho street. 
On our return the water was still high, but 
the boatman said that it had fallen’ ten 
feet, Asa consequence, many of the low- 
lying lands were flooded and not till carly 
in October were they sufticiently dried «if 
to admit of cultivation. ‘The farmers were 
consequently very busy yetting in their 
wheat and we beheld the tnusual ‘sight of 
ploughing by moonlight at one and two 
o'elock in the morning, us we had occasim 
to travel at that time of day.

There are many vested rights for her to 
stroggle against and she cannot crush them 
too ruthlessly. Her actions are more open 
to the general view, and criticism is not to 
be blocked out with the black stamp. Russia 
therefore dallies with the fish upon her 
hook and by her expert falsities of hopes 
held out she will undoubtedly land her prey. 
She would like to exercise the power and 
sway she has in Port Arthur; but this will 
come with time. It is ancient history to 
refer to her 


Attempts upon the British Rights 
to the railway to Peking but it is parallel 
with her general policy. If any loophole had 
been permitted her reluctant giving back 
would have been deferred to the Greek 
Kalends; but we have not heard the end of 
the history of this railway yet.

A Gloomy Outlook. 
We have been having, changeable 
weather of late—warm, rainy, very chilly— 








ng autumn da 
evenings, putting vigour into one’s systen 
There have been more damp chilly days 
than anything else, which is rather hard 
on the poor peop e. The reports of those 
who have gone into the country, especially 
to the south and south-west, vary little in 
regard to the outlook for the wint. 
sections for 100 or more miles distant, the 
fall harvest has been very meagre ; in many 
plices not nearly enoush to meet the 
wants of the people, With many it will 
bea serious question how to get through 
the winter. 
Thirty-two Steamers 
are reported at the bar unable to cross 
Vecause the northerly winds have blown 
the water out to such an extent that at 
high tide there is only about eight feet of 
water. This is a great hindrance to com- 
munication, in the autumn especially, and 
ought in some way to be remedied. The 
river is now in very good shape and will 
doubtless be improved when the present 
cutting is finished, but the bar scems to be 
a dificult quantity to negotiate ; 
usually are, Unfortunately the li 
facilities are not sulticient to meet such a 
rush, and consequently it means a long 
delay and much trouble in many eases. If 
achannel through could be eu, iv would 
beun immense convenience. ‘The matter 
is, I understand, under discussion. Every- 
thing seems quiet about here, and no 
disturbing rumours have come to us «f late 
from the interior. ‘There is undoubtedly 
A Feeling of Uncertainty and 
Unrest 
abroad caused by the subserviency of the 
Court to Russia; and also by the hard 
times that are staring so many of the 
poor in the face. With better facilities for 
transportation than formerly, it is to be 
hoped that much of the sufferinz. which 
will rosult from the shortage in crops in 
this, provivee may be averted: by grain 
coming in from other places.

Japanese Views. 


‘Thus Russia’s position in the Far East| 
is virtually an isolation and yet such an 
idea of a new East Asiatic Triple alliance 
unmistakably beyond hope, _ac- 
cording to what is stated in well-in- 
formed Japanese circles. It may be only 
natural that Russia has taken occasion of 
late to show « friendly w'titude towards 
Germany. Germany's actions in dealing 
‘ith any international complications are 
apt (o invite some suspicions. But 1903 is 
not 1895. The relations between Germany 
and Japan are siid to have since been made 
more and more inimate. ‘The visit of H. 
H. Prince Henry of Prussia in 1899 and 
that of Field-Murshal Count von Waldersce 
in 1901 were made occasions of an 
enthusiastic demonstration of genuine 
friendship and camaraderie. Count yon Arco 
Valley. present Geran Minister in Tokio, 
is invariably indefatigable in discharging 
his duties and is respected within and with= 
out the Tokio Government. Some criticism 
may be raised with reference to the 
recent attitude of the Wilhelmstrasso, from 
the point of view thit Germany is the 
contractor of the Anglo-German compact, 
to which Japan joined in her capacity 
amounting to an original signatory, and 
which is the first international document 
pointing out the ad 
servation of the integrity of Chin: 
every country has its own poli 
if Germany plainly understands Japa 
proper claims and aspirations in dealing 
with the present state of Far Eatern 
affiirs, Japan will by n0 meaus look ask- 
ance at the forthcoming German actions. 
Further, to represent the opinion of the 
sound Japanese sections, Germany gener- 
ally favours Russian _ policy, but 
she favours her own well-being more. 
There is a growing belief that Germany's 
scheme is not necessarily detrimental to 
Japan and it might be well to await actual 
overtures, before condemning the German 
intervention outright.

The Diplomatic Situation. 

With reference to the conference on the 
24th inst. of the five senior statesmen and 
four principal Cabinet Ministers in the 
Premier's official residence, to which I 
referred in my previous letter, I gather 
that the Russo-Japanese negotiations have 
now entered a so-called second stage. The 
general situation is unchanged. Japan 
Continues to take the active part in the 
pourparlers. I have reason to believe that 
the conference on Saturday last has decided 
to give another resolute pressure upon 
Russia in regard to those overtures now on 
the tapis, If Japan makes certain con- 
cessions, the state of affairs is now in a 
stage where the final solution is not only 
possible but probable. But the Japanese 
claims had no two prices or reservations 
from the outset and the authorities con- 
cerned are believed to be prepared to yield 
eveu an inch under no circumstances, 


A New Aspect. 

As expected in your recent Tokio 
telegram, the conference between Baron 
Komura, Japanese Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Baron Rosen, Russian Representa- 
tive, which hus been adjourned since the 
Lith inst., was resumed on the 26th inst. 
Monday, when another téte-A-tate for about 
two hours took place in the former's 
official residence. ‘This interview appears 
to be the starting-point of a new situation, 
That is, as a sequel of Japnn’s preasin, 
Russia in a decided manner, a fresl 
development is expected and it is no by 
any means improbable that the purview of 
the negotiations my be extended thereby. 
Thus the final solution of the situation is 
now considered not to be at hand as yet aud 
the present untoward conditions may be 
protracted. The Tokio Government will 
exhaust diplomatic resources. Incidental- 
ly, awild outery for a speedy settlement by 
every means under the existing circum- 
stancesmightoccasion undue concessions on 
the part of the Japanese Government or a 
rupture, and does not at all commend itsolf 
tothe prudent authorties concerned. While 
prudent in handling its questions at stake, 
the Tokio Cabinet is quite in readiness to 
supportits claims under any circumstances. 
Private Rumours. 

A Reuter dispatch reached here to-day 
reports that the “Standard” allegep 
that the Berlin Government had received 
ofticial assurances from Tokio and St. 
Petersburg to the effect that the Czar and 
Count Lamsdorff had approved of the drafts 
of the Russo-Japanese agreement doing 
away with all existing differences. But the 
credulity of well-informed circles here 
abut the above news is overtaxed. If it 
imply those overtures preferred by Japan, 
it is no doubt totally unfounded. Some 
Tokio papers have a second telegram 
alleging that M. Pavloff, Russian Repre- 
sentative in Corea, will be recalled by his 
Government, but it has not, been so far 
confitmed. A pure and simple canard to 
the effect that Macquis Ito, G. C. B., will 
be dispatched toSt. Petersburg as a special 
Ambassador in connection with the Russo- 
Japanese imbroglio having curiously gain ed 
ground in the stock market here, share 
quotations went up this evening to some 
extent. 
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Some hot-headed Japanese journalists 
held an oratorical meeting this afternoon 
on the anti-Russian question

The “Entente Cordiale.” 

‘The fiscal battle now raging in Eng- 
land is being watched with painful inter- 
est. When Mr. Chamberlain opened his 
campaign, French observers treated the 
matter lightly. Jingland, they said, was 
not going to abandon a system which had 
proved the very foundation of her pros- 
perity. Now that Mr. Baifour has cast 
in his lot with protection, although he 
does not go so far as his former colleague, 
French traders are becoming uneasy. 
They seo that both Mr. Balfour and Mr. 
Chamberlain will have Imperialist feeling 
behind them and that the free-traders, 
instead of having the advantage of meet~ 
ing an enemy divided amongst them- 
selves, are likely to be confronted by a 
compact phalanx of Protectionists led by 
the head of the Conservative party and 
the strongest Englisn Minister of modern 
times. ‘The French would prefer Bal- 
fourism to Chamberlainism because the 
latter would probably involve taxation of 
the enormous quantities of French food- 
stuffs at present imported into England 
duty-free. The Baltour policy of retalia- 
tory tariffs would really benefit France at 
the expense of Germany. English coal in 
France only pays a trifle over a penny 
a ton, and this item is four times as big 
46 any other on the list of imports from 
England. Excluding coal, these imports 
do not amount to much, and the duties 
levied on the remaining items, such as 
machinery, woollen and cotton goods, 
steel, iron, tools, and hardware cau 
hardly be called excessive. Nevertheless, 
France has everything to lose and noth- 
ing to gain by the defeat of Cobdenism, 
and people are aching themselves whether 
the entente cordiale will survive a de 
parture from what M. Etienne in- 
genuously calls “tho policy that does Eng- 
fand so much honour.” — It is too early 
in the day to answer the question. In the 
meantime it is satisfactory to note that 
the tone of the French Press retains the 
comparative friendliness which has char- 
acterised it since King Edward’s stay in 
Paris and that the preparations for the 
visit of several hundred English business 
men to Paris at the end ot this month 
are being planned on an elaborate scaie. 
‘The Englishmen are to bo welcomed at 
the railway station, and entertained at 
a banquet: under the presidency of the 
Minister of Commerce. On the following 
cvening there is to be a gala performance 
at the Opera in their honour. The visit 








of English members of Parliament in 
November also promises well for the en- 
tente cordiale. 





fhe quarrel between M. Pelletan and 
Vice-Admiral Maréchal is developing into 
one of those fascinating scandals without 
which Paris seldom remains for very long. 
Lieut. Hourst and his Chéngtu expedition 
have. paled their ineffectual fires be- 
fore Lieut. Hérou and the Tourane affair. 
This officer, it seems, while in command 
of the gunboat Bengali, made the ac- 
quaintance of a young French lady living 
in her uncle’s house at Tours ‘During 
his absence she committed suicide. Let- 
ters from the officer, which were found in 
her room, were construed to mean that 
he had betrayed her, and that she had 
Killed herself on learning that he was a 
married man. The lieutenant denies that 
his relations with her ‘were anything but 
platonic, though he admits that they 














were very confidential; and he professes 
to have letters from .be young lady prov- 
ing that she knew from the urst that he 
was married. Nevertheless her uncie and 
iriends were convinced of his guilt, and 
the Adniral, who tried to hush up the 
etfair, was told that unless Lieut. Hérou 
were tried by a naval court, ordinary legal 
proceedings would be taken against hun. 
the court was accordingiy summoned, re- 
ported adversely, and the lieutenant was 
sent back to Mrance in disgrace. rte 
appealed to M. Pelietan, who examined 
the records of the trial and came to the 
conctusion that it had been very irre- 
gularly conducted, and, notably, that the 
accused otficer was not ailowed to produce 
the girl’s letters in support of his case, 
although his cwn were brought up 
inst him M. Pelletan also considerea 
that the charge against Lieut. Hérou had 
no bearing on his position as an officer 
and that be ought mever to have been 
brought beforo a naval court. These 
views, conveyed in a letter to Admiral 
Maréchal, caused that distinguished 
officer to flare up and use language which 
led to his recall and subsequent with- 
drawal from the active list. The Admiral, 
after several abortive attempts to inter- 
view M. Pelletan, has now shaken the 
dust of the Rue Royale off his feet and 
gone fishing: while Lieut. Hérou, for 
making a newspaper attack on the Ad- 
miral and calling him a liar, has been 
packed of to Biest to undergo thirty 
days’ close arrest. Last year M. Pelletan 
cashiered an Admiral for publicly salut- 
ing a lady of easy virtue at an offic'a! 
ceremony, and this doos not seem to ac- 
cord very well with his easy-going attitude 
cowards Lieut. Hérou’s supposed offence 
against morality. But M. Pelietan has 
aways been “down on” Aduirals and 
ready to champion tho humble—but not 
necessarily meek—members of the rank 
ud file. No doubt he considers that 
that inthe lieutenant’s but a choleric 
word which in the Admiral is flat blas- 
hemy. Lieut. Hérou is of humble birth, 
has risen from the ranks, and is a Free- 
wagon, which may perhaps account, for 
nisterial championship. — Whes 
Parliament meets we shall doubtless have 
an interpellation and a characteristic ver- 
bal battin over the afar, much to the 
public edification. 


Memories of Gounod. 

In connection with the ceremony of de- 
dicating the Gounod monument in the 
Vare Moncean, which is to take place t! 
wonth, I have rece.ved some inveresti 
Teminscences from Mrs. Georgina Wer 
dun, the heroine of many stul-remeu- 
vered battles with her Majesty's Judges 
and counsel learned in the law. Limess 
has put it out of Mrs. Weldon’s power 
to make any further onslaughts on legal 
abuses. In her case the spirit is still wil- 
ling but the flesb is weak. She now lives 
in retirement, spending her winters at 
Brighton and’ dividing the summer be- 
tween Paris and the quaint old country 
town of Gisors, where she abides in a 
convent and takes much interest in the 
potato crop and other agricultural ques- 
tions. Up to the year 1874, when an un- 
fortunate misunderstanding brought 
about a separation, Mrs. Weldon was on 
terms of the closest friendship with 
Gounod. “He was,” she tells me, “con- 
stantly very ill during the three year- 
he spent with my husband and me. ‘Bota 
hefore and after that time his brain re- 
peatedly gave way 60 as to necessitate con- 
finement in an asylum in Paris. As was 
quite natural, he often calked of dying. 
even when he was in good health. He 
exacted an oft-repeated promise from me 
that I would take him in my arms wher 
he was dying, and said he wished to die 
in my arms and those of “ce bon Harry,”” 
as he called my husband, who nursed 



































him at night as carefully as I did in the 
daytime. Gounod and 1 often discussed 
the monument which he te% sure would 
be erected to him. What he wauced was 

a female ngure representing the “ Reine 
de Saba,” in long wowing robes, standing 
vn a rock (the Kock of Ages). In trout 
ot this Gounod’s head was to be carved. 
‘the Queen was to have held in her up- 
nifted hand a scrotz bearing the words of 
the grand finale of the opera: “ Empor- 
tons dans la nuit vers un autre rivage 
Les restes vénérés du maitre qui n'est 
pius! bt que son nom divin soit redit 
Wage en age jusques au dernier jour des 
iecles revolus! 

Instead of following this pcetie concep- 
tion, the designer of the monument has 
vlaced Gouncd’s bust on top of a column, 
with three female figures (representing 
vnaracters in the composer's principal 
operas) in rront, end a cupid playing an 
wrgan at the base of the column Mrs, 
has published a very curious bool 
describing the spiritualistic communica 
tions which, she says, took place between 
her and Gounod after his death. Most of 
them were obtained through a medium 
named Charlotte Graffin and extended 
over a period of four years, from May 
1894 to July 1898. Using Charlotte Graf- 
4in as an automatic writer, Gounod turned 
out a vast quantity of “copy” in 
prose and in ve-se, French and Latin. 
\ccording to Mrs. Weldon he took a great 
nterest in the Dreyfus case and wrote, 
or rather inspired, a one-act play of 1,250 
verses on this subject. The assassination 
a President Carnot great! chim; 
but Mrs. Weldoa does not profess to 
explain how a ...sembodied spirit managed 
zo keep so closely in touch with events of 
the day. ither is it easy, on the other 
hand, to explain how an uneducated me- 

jum can write pcetry. ‘The book must 
be of intense interest to all who believe 
in the possibility of communicating with 
the unseen world. It is published by 
Leymarie, 42, Rue St. Jacques, Paris, and 
dears the title “ Aprés Vingt ‘Ans.””

If ready money 
is wanted, the custom is to wait until the 
next day.’ This practice has been in vogue 
for a a time and as matters stand it will 
be difficult to change the custom. 











‘As we feel that, in their transactions with 
each otber, both ‘foreign merchants as. well 
as Chinese mutually seek for gain and 
business is done free from coercion, we would 
suggest that whenover a Bank order_is 
presented, bearing the two characters “ Hui 
Hua” aforesaid, and it happens that the 
receiver should ‘object to take such order, 
the latter should ly seek an arrange- 
ment with the Chinese merchant paying said 
Bank order and get-him to change t.e date 
for payment of the order. ‘Thus by mutual 
concessions and arrangements, loss on either 
side may be avoided. By’ so doing the

Sumj—I have the honour to, enclose copies 
of correspondence which has passed between 
this Chamber and the Native Bankers’ Guild, 
relative to a practice which has recently been 
{introduced of stamping native bank orders 
with the “Wai Wah” chop which renders 
them. payable only after-4 p.m. on due date, 
and as the foreign banks close their cash 
department at.3.p.m. the foreign merchant 
does not, get credit until the following day. 

‘The reply received. from the Native 
Bankers’ Guild is unsatisfactory and the ex- 
planation, given of. the. procedure in the 
cashing of Bank orders is not in accordance 
with the facts as understood by my Com- 
mittee, viz.:—Piece Goods are usually paid 
for by orders at 5 days, Sundry Goods by 
orders at 10 davs, and until quite recently 
such orders have, when. paid in to the 
foreign banks, been credited to merchants’ 
current accounts on the Sth and 10th days 
respectively, I shall be glad to know whe- 
ther ,the foreign bankers agreo with my 
Committee on this point, 

‘As regards the Guilds’ suggestion that. if 
foreign merchants object to the recontly in- 
augurated system the remedy lies in refusing 
the orders and getting the due date change 
by the Chitiese morchant who presents them, 
T would point out that the new system has, 
as admitted by the Guild, been introduced 
solely to. accommodate the money market, 

fe. the native bankers—and it would be 
fair as well as impracticable to throw the 
onus of the situation thus produced on the 
foreign and Cuinese merchants who are in 
no way responsible for it.

This has re- 
quired considerable time, but I am glad 
qo have the opportunity of furthering 
such an important matter. 

8.—I have oppertunity to cultivate the 
acquaintance not only of officials and mer- 
chants in Shanghai itself _ but of 
officials visiting this place. _ Then we 
have a number of officials passing through 
ai, and of these I have met a 
Viceroy, Tartar General, and three 
Governors. With attractive headquar 
ters, much more could be done along this 
Yine I regard it as important not only 
that men «f official rank should meet and 
kn-w cach other but that cultured men 
in missions, trade, and education should 
cultivace the trierdship of tho:e who are 
called uzon to govern China at this 
cri ical time in mternational relations. 

‘The favour extended by the Chinese 
have been at a time when reaction has 
characterised pubhe affairs in China. On 
the one side there has been a branch of 
the refonned party closely allied with re- 
pellion, and on ihe other the old re 
pugnanee to everything new. In the help 
given to the International Institute, sub- 
scriptions have been made both by 
the aggressive enlightened Chinese 
merchants, and by such officials as the 
Treaty Commi-sioners, the Shanghai Tao- 
tai, and the Nanking Viceroy. If the 
Chinese people ever needed sympathy, 
they need it now. As a mission of e1 
lightenment and friendliness, the Inter- 
national Institme has great scope in 
Shanghai. Here, if anywhere, the work 
can be carried on in safety and without 
obstruction.

SHIPBUILDING AND 
FOREIGN 
COMPETITION. 


‘The annual meeting of the Shareholders 
in Palmer's Shipbuilding and Iron Company 
(Limited) was he'don the 28th Sept. at New- 
castle, Sir Charles McLaren, M.P., Chair- 
man, presiding. The report of the direc- 
tors showed a profit of £64,184 2s. 10d. 
After providing for cost of repaits and up- 
keep of plant, aud after making allowance 
for contingencies, that sum, with £8,244 
1s. 7d. brought forward from last year, gave 
a total of £72,428 63, 5d. available for 
distribution. 

‘The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report, said ‘if they took into account 
the profit on ships approaching completion 
at the close of the financial year they would 
janet be told that they had made the 
largest profit in the history of the Com- 

ny. He attributed the fact that they had 
jone 80 well to their fiscal policy, which 
cousisted in strengtheniny and developing 
every department out of revenue »nd keep 
ing down dividends to the smallest amount 
they could decently pay. They had been 
able to show that even in bad times an up- 
to-date and well-managed concera could 
secure a fair return. Comparing Eng ish 
and foreign trdes he observed that for the 
Inst three year- tle Company had frequent 
y ‘bought ftom Germany steel castings and 
forgings at prices 30 per cent below those 
of similar goods of English make. ‘That 
enabled them in many cases to take orde:s

porary of Confucius. He was a noted 
xram*ler and seems to have been in the 
habit of using Iangsage which was more 
forcible than polite. In all things he was 
extremely conservative and when the new 
builting, named after him, was erected it, 
evled forth his severe censtre. In spite of 
this, however, he patronised the place and it 
is said that his shade still haunts it We 
cannot of course be responsible for the 
opiniors of such an ancient writer and it 
was therefore thought best to give the 
translation of bis famous rubaiyat as 
literally as possible Omar was an 
epicure and the last verse which is 
prsetically an apolozy for the sentiments 
je expressed is believed to have been 
inspired by an especi-Ily good dinner to 
which wine formed a liberal sccompani- 
ment.

In consequence of these 
telegrams there has been some excitement 
in local mandarin circles, the general 
ing, however, being one of pleasure that 
something decisive has at last been done 
with regard to the Manchurian question 
which has been in susyense so long. 


The Shantung Governorship. 

There was a report in mandarin circles 
yesterday that on account of advancing 
old age and chrovic, sickness H.E. Chou 
Fu, the enbgnteved Governor of Shan- 
tung, has lately been compelled to pre- 
sent a memorial to the Throne praying 
for permission to resign his post and re- 
tire into orivate life. Tt is speculated 
that the man most likely to succeed 
Governor Chou Fu will be Tieh Liang, a 
Manchu, who is at present Sub-Chancel-

‘Tich Liang, we may tur- 
ther add, is in command of the brigade 
of Manchus now being drilled and or 
ganised at Paoting like Viceroy Yuan's 
troops. 

The New Governor of Kuangsi, 
ELE. Ko Féng-shh, arrived in Kueilin, 
the capital of ixuangsi, on the 27th ult., 
having travelled there overland from 
Nanch ang, the ¢ pital of Kiangsi. HE. 
according to the same te'esraphic advices 
took over his seal- of office on the Ist inst.

A letter from Moukden to a Chinese 
merchant here states that the Russians 
are lately behaving most courteously to- 
wards the common people of Manchuria 
and take pains to inform the natives that 
they (the Russirrs) seek trouble with 
mandarins only, who have displeased the 
Russian officials ty their avarice and ex- 
tortionate treatment of the inhabitants. 
These declarations and the sudden change 
of treatment, on the part of tho Russians 
have lately rathe: popularised the latter 
amongst the inhabitants of Manchuria.

number of these bandits Yuan Taotai- 
promptly ‘cheaded them. This aroused 
the anger of the Russians, who arvested 
two of Yuan's military mandarins, who 
had defeated these Muscovite h’relings. 
‘The Russians then demanded from Tséng 
Chi the dismissal from office of Yuan Tao- 
tai for daring to do his duty, saying 
that if this was not done they would be- 
head their two prisoners, or, at 
least exile them to Saghalien Ts- 
land. The weak Tartar General then 
tele-raphed to P: king explaining matters 
and asking to ke allowed to remove Yuan 
Taotai “beczuse the Russians wanted it.” 
The rc py sent from Peking was a most 
unusual one. “We commend Yuan Ta- 
bu for his patriotism and determination, 
nor has he failed in his duty in punish: 
ing these tanditti. We command the 
Tartar General of Féngtion to bo as 
courageous in doing his duty and not be 
cowed by the threats of the Russians.”

SHIPWRECK AND 
DISASTER NEAR 
HONGKONG. 


LOSS OF LIFE ON A BRITISH 
WARSHIP. 


ELMS. Waterwitch, Captain Hardy, 
arrived here on Friday evening in a damag- 
ed condition. She reports having experi- 
enced a very heavy gale last Wednesday in 
the Formosa Channel. Her boats were 
stove in and the deck-fittings smashed ; and 
during the height of the tempest, when the 
ship was labouring heavily and taking 

5 of water aboard, two petty 
jacket were washed 
from the quarterdeck and 
drowned. Later ou she passed through a 
quantity of wreckage, including one boat, 
bottom up, and a dismasted junk; and 
later, when approaching Hongkong, she 
met with « rudderless Amoy junk, which 
being uncontrollabie, hnd been blown miles 
and miles out of her course. When first 
seen the occupants were yelling, wavio; 
their hands, and hitting their “‘rice-basket 
significantly to indicate that they were 
short of provisions; there was a crew of 
en in all. ‘The Waterwitch, after 
administering to their temporal wants, gave 
them a hawser and took them in tow. 

Tt may be sefely assumed that many 
fishermen lost their lives in the recent 
typhoon. At the time the Waterwitch 
was voyaging from Shantung Promontory 
to Hongkong. The s.s. Hinsang, which 
arrived here from Java about the same 
time as the Waterwitch, reports that she 
sighted eleven disabled junks near Gap 
Rock ; and the «.s. Petchaburi, a German 
steamer from Bangkok, reports that when

A 
lifeboat was swung out and dispatched to 
the craft, but the fishermen, who had their 
all invested in the damaged boat, refused 
to abandon her, but sent one man by the 
Petchaburi to ‘seek assistance from Hong- 
kong. The steamer was delayed by the 
latter incident for no less than an hour 
ands half. In all she brought eight. shi 
wrecked people to Hongkong.—* Hong- 
kong Daily Press,” 2nd November.

THE TILLEKE CASE 
AT BANGKOK. 


The following is the statement of the 
Editor of the “Siam Observer,” referred to 
yesterday morning :— 

I wish to point out to the Court that I 
was taken absolutely by surprise yesterday ; 
ad no time in which to calmly consi 
my position or defence or even the exact 
charge made ugainst me; and had only a 
few ‘minutes in which to consult counsel, 
and that mot in his chambers but by 
turbing him at tiffin; notwithstanding whi 
Mr. Naylor most chivalrously undertook. to 
appear for me at u moment's notice and with 
only the most hasty instructions—for which 
T owe him the most sincere thanks. 

Even now I have scarcely had opportunity 
to prepare a statement with tho deliberation 
due to a matter which is to be laid before 
this Court, 

I desire to say that it was never my 
desire,—in the words of the warrant—to 
“bring into suspicion and contempt the 
administration of justice in this Court.” In 
private conversation I have been as strong 
&s any Englishman would be in pointing 
out the utter impossibility of anything 
conscious bias on the Bench of a British 
Court. If I have been most, reluctantl 
forced to tie opinion that in Mr. TTilleke's 
ease the prosecution fared better than the 
defence at Your Honour’s hands, that im- 
pression was created by studying the reports 
of the proceedings, and by the conversation 
of others not connected with the case. 
Your Honour, I take it, lays no claim to 
infallibility and does not object even to 
severe criticism provided it be fair and 
legitimate; and supposing your Honour 
erred in any respect in the exercise of your 
high and most difficult functions—a sugges- 
tion which is made without the slightest 
disrespect—your Honour would be the last 
man to object to any complaint of such error 
and the first to correct the same. - 

In regard to my_ article on Saturday it 
was necessarily written, or recast, under 









































question, so far as it comes within the limit 
of fair and legitimate comment, I understand 
that your Honour takes no exception to 
it, and I further understand your Honour 
has not the least objection fo any  con- 
tinuance of fair criticism. To suppose 
otherwise would, indeed, as it seems to me, 
imply an imputation of stifing criticism 
which, I am confident, is absolutely foreign 
to your Honour’s intentions. 

It would be merely idle to blink the fact 
that. the reports of yesterday's proceedings 
are likely to attract the attention of the Press 
in many places, and the sentence passed upon 
me may excite some criticism. But it may 
still save some misapprehension if I publicly 
express my confidence that your honour does 
not mean,—using the colloquial phrase—to 
“ gag the press,” and that I am at perfect 
liberty to continue my comments upon the

propose to do, provided sudh comments 
are fair and within legitimate bounds. The 
sum of the matter therefore is that T admit 
that certain passages of my article 
not have been justifiable, submitting 
thereupon to the judgment of the 
Court, and that I take’ it that, with 
such ’ exceptions, the Court, RO 
desire to interfere with legitimate criticism.

It has been thought neces- 
sary for some time that the work be 
taken up promptly in China, and the 
suggestion was made to Mr. Roosevelt 
that some one go immediately and lay 
before the Chinese government the result 
of the work done this summer and the 








suggestions made by the many commis- 
sions which have taken up the subject of 
the monetary systems in the Far East. 
The President named Professor Jenks 
to carry out the plans of the government. 
While the board of trustees have not 
officially acted upon the request for a 
leave of absence,-President Schurman will 
recommend that the leave be granted. 
as students are to register this week, he 
has authorised the needed change in the 
announcement of the courses.

Answering his Lordship, Mr. White-Coo- 
per said he believed the course quoted in his

On that night 
everytiing seemed to be in favour of safe 
navigation; the weather was clear, there 
was” mo moon, it was a dark night, 
so that lights could be seen a long 
way off. There was practically no wind and 
as the ships were virtually on parallel 
courses, the tid: made no difference. 
‘The two ships were proceeding to the 
same destination, Hongkong. It was 
known that those on board the Empress 
of India watched the stern light of the 
cruiser for at least two hours, Taving 
first seen her when off Lamock Island, 
which is about 30 miles from the scone 
of the collision. 

His Lordship--You speak of the night 
being perfectly clear ; in your Preliminary 
Act you state it was slightly cloudy and 
misty. 

Mr. White-Coorer said he meant that 
tho stars were clearly visible; it was a 
summer's night with light clouds. 

Mr. Sharp said it was admitted on both

Mr. WhiteCooper, continuing, said 
that the Empress rapidty overhauled tho 
Quangtai, and those on board must have 
watched at first tho single stern light 
ahead of them.

It was well 
known that if a person was travelling on 
one ship which came into collision with 
another ship and if he were talking it over 
afterwards with someone from that. other 
ship the impressions of the two would pro- 

ably be entirely different. The value of the 
npression or conjecture formed as to what 
the cruiser was doing, depended, of course, 
on the data available in forming that con. 
jecture. ‘The collision happened in a short 
space of time and at night, there was 
al confusion and the conjectures 
it well he wide of the truth. Those on 
the Empress said that alter starboarding 
her helm to avoid a fishing boat they re- 
med their course and that then without 
any reason whatever, because they ad- 
mitted there was no junk in the cruiser’s 
course, they suid that the cruiser threw 
against the side of the Empress. 
As was natural each side accused the other 
for causing the collision, He merely called 
attention to this point at this stago of the , 
pr-ceedings in order that the Court might 
know how different was the value of the 
evidence of those on board the two ships. 
In one case they had the evidence of what 
people actually did ; that must be moe 
valuable than the impressions formed 
about it on another ship. No doubt the 
Court would hear at considerable ler 
from Captain Marshall and others the ii 
pression they formed of the movement. of 
the cruiser, The entries in the log book 
yave their story as it was put down 
while fresh in their minds. From 
those entries it was seen that when 
Captain Marshall came on the bridge he 
thought the boats were a bit too close 
together. Th» ships were so close 
together that the Captain could shout to 
the men on the cruiser. Captain Marshall, 
he supposed, considered that the boats were 
sufficiently far apart to pass safely. It had

Mw Yuen-yu (cautioned)—I am in the 
Chinese navy, and was deputy commander 
of the cruiser’ Quangtai. I hnve held that 
position about ten years and have been in 
the navy over 20 years. I was on board 
‘The Quangtai on the night of the collision. 
‘The Quangtai was built at Foochow Arsenal 
about 15 years ago. She was a composite 
ship, fitted with steam stearing gear. The 
wheel was on the upper bridge. ‘I'he model 
produced fairly represents the ‘The 
wheel below is a spare wheel not con- 
nected with theateam steering gear. It is 
‘a reserve hand wheel. We left Shanghai ou 
the 19thof the 6th moon (11th August). The 
captain's name was Chee Pung-le. I had 
known bim over 20 years. We were trained 
at the same place. He joined the cruiser 
about the beginning of the present Chine 
year, Tho number of our crew was 178. 
There were uo foreizners on board. We 
were carrying munitions of war to Canton 
and had also’ six passengers. T watched 
fron. four till eight on the night of the 
collision. - Our lights on the Quangtai were 
properly fixed and burning brightly. At the 
time of the collision I was asleep in my 
cabin and was awakened by hearing the 
noise. I went on deck and went on to the 
poop. I saw a steamer touching our port 
quarter. 1 saw the starboard side of the 
steamer; she grazed along our port side. 
When I first came on to the poop, t 
position of the boats was that the bow of 
the Empress was against our port quarts 
(Witness placed the models in the position.) 
She grazed along our port. side sweeping 
away the guns, davits and boats. ‘Then 
the Quangtai went to starboard, the Em- 
press to port. As the boats separated the 
stern part of the Empress struck 
the port quarter of the Quangtai

Empress. ‘The Empress came up snd 
struck the Juangtai. I henrd novhing 
from’the Empress. I deny that the Quang: 


tai_changed her course just before the 
collision. [saw a fishing boat light on 
the port bow about half-past eleven o'clock, 
but that was the culy one. I saw no 
junk without a light. I know nothing 
‘about the entries in this log (pro- 
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duced), The Kmpress was all the time 
v Dane I first sighted her, It 
was a clear starlit night. I did not see 
the German mail boat on the port bow. 
T do not remember seeing a steamer over- 
take us and pass us on thatside. Iremember 
the captain giving the order t» change the 
course at eleven o'clock to west by south, 
three quarters south. It was the practice 
of the Gaptain to state what time it was 
whenever he gave an order for the course 
to be changed. Ihward the captain give 
is order, and all he said was, ** west’ by 
suuth, three quarters south.” 

Re-examined—I know there was « hole 
in the Quangtai as I went down to see it. 

By the Court—The captain came on 
deck occasionally. He was not there all 
the time after the Empress was sizhted 
until the collision. When the lights were 
first seen he was on deck along time. He 
went down for a little while and then came 
Duck again, He was on deck at the time 
of the collision; he had not been down for 
more than one hour. Before the collision 
he gave no other order to alter the 
curse, When he gave the order to 
port the helm the Empress had collided 
with them. At that time I was excited. 
After I had heard the captain give the 
‘order to port I went down to the pumps. 
I was on the bridge at the time of 
the collision. At leven o'clock the 
Empress was four or five miles away. 
I only saw one white light on the 
Empress. I did not go down after eleven 
o'clock ; I first came up a little after 
ten, I'saw no steamer on the port bow 
after eleven o'clock ; | saw no ship there 
after I went on the bridge. When the 
captain left the bridge he ‘was down for 
about ten minutes. He only left the 
bridge twice. 

Chang ‘Ting-chi. navigating second 
lieutenant on the Quangtai, said : I have 
served on the Quangtai for two months 
and during that period IT have been 
navigating lieutenant. I have been in 
the navy for seven years. My watch 
was from 8 till 12. Iwas on the bridge 
and there were also the captain, third 
Iieutenant, «ne gunner, and the quarter- 
master, The tide was about two knots 
towards the shore. I am familia with 
the course taken by the Qusngtai. That 
is the deck log (produced) kept on 
the bridge; the official log is kept in 
the captain’s cabin, (Entries by  wit- 
ness in the deck log read to the Court.) 
Tt was my duty to keep the log during 
my watch, When I went on duty at 8 
o'clock the captain was on the bridge. At 
the time of the collision I was standing by 
the compas-, which was near the wheel. 
I wason deck the whole time of my wateh. 
Sometimes the captain went into the chart 
room and sometimes tothe bridge. When 
T went on duty I took my course from my 
predecessor, who made up the log ta the 
time he left duty. During my watch I 
was the navigating” officer under the 
captain. I used an English Admiralty 
chart, I took bearings “at Good Hope 
Cape light, and next. at Breaker Point.

I was not anxious, 
as I concluded she would run out of our 
way, as it was her duty to do. I did not 
hear the captain give any order to alter 
the course. When he gave an orler to 
alter the course it was xometimes directed 
to the man at the wheel an‘ sometimes 
through me. I can easily hear orders given 
by the captain to the man at the whvel. 
No alteration was made in the course of the 
uiser. I did not observe any change 
made in the course of the Empress. The 
Empress was directly astern five minutes 
Defore the collision. At this time we were 
travelling through the water at about nine 
knots. I did not look much at the Em- 
press at this time, as I was paying more 
attention forward. I’ was looking forward 
when the Empress struck. I saw the 
Empress strike us on the port bow near 
the stem. Her course was almost parallel. 
After the collision the Empress separated, 
going to port, «nd the Quangtai to star- 
board. ‘The order to port helm was given 
at the moment of the collision. I heard 
the captain give the order to stop the 
engines. 

Phe Court adjourned until 
morning. 





Saturday 


7th November. 

(Lieut. Chang’s examination in chief 
continued)—I went from the bridge in a 
few minutes to the deck to inspect the 
damage done by the collision. On the 
port side I saw a gig and a cutter dam- 
aged and a gun on the port-quarter 
swung round, the muzzle pointing for- 
ward. Tho gun carriage was broken. 
‘This was a.49-pounder gun. The muzzle 
would ordinarily project more than a 


foot from the side of tho ship. There |: 


was no other damage there, but below 
the waterline the water was pouring into 
the ship, but £ cannot exactly locate from 
where. Before the collision, while I was 
on the bridge, I did not lose my presence 
of mind. Bird not feel anxious “an 
because I thought the overtaking hi 

would keep out of the way. J 

Mr. Sharp remarked that defendants 
did not suggest the cruiser’s officers lost 
their presence of mind on account of the 
Empress behind them. but on account 
of a junk in fronc of them. 

Witness—I saw a small light as of a junk 
on our port side. Junks usually carry a 
common glass lamp, giving a light visible 
with the naked eye on a night like this 
at about two miles’ distance. Woe use 
telescopes on our ship and have them on 
the bridge and use them from time to 
time. I scanned the horizon several 
times and saw this junk, but it was not 
m the way and T did not lose my pre- 
sence of mind. It looked as though the 
Empress would pass the cruiser very 
close, but the Captain gare no orders to 
give any particular signals to her. From 
my experience in the navy I considered a 
safe distance for a steamer to pass an- 
other ship would bo a mile. 

‘Mr..Sharp—I should think to pass a 
Chinese man-of-war that would be per- 
haps a safe distarice. 

‘Mr. Whit put in tracings of 
the original plans of the Quangtai, sent 
down from Fooclow. ‘ 

Witness—The ram of the Quangtai 
projects 13 fect from the bow. The 
Quangtai takes about six minutes to 
swing round in a com circle when 
going at full speed. The diameter of 
the circle would be about 700 yards, and 
the circumference more than 2,000 yards. 
That would be wth the helm hard over. 
The figures are those which have been 
old to me; I have only beeu two months 
on board and have not tried by myself. 





His Lordship asked if any witness would 
be called to state that turning trials had 
been made on the ship. 

Mr. White-Coo-er feared not since the 
Captain was drowned. 

His Lordship remarked that it was 
quite evident Witness did not know how 
Tong. it would tase to swing round. 

‘itmess—a had been to Honghon, and 
back, once on the Quangtai, but had not 
been on any naval manguyres with her. 

His Lordship thought it right to ine 

timate the impression made on the expert 
minds of the Assessors and suggested that 
it was not worth while to continue this 
Ine of evidence.

the Arsenal. The tracings produced are 
correct. They were not made by me. 

Lieut. Chang, recalled and cross-examin- 
ed by Mr. Sharp: Twas assistant navigating 
licutenant of the Quangtai. On. this 
particular night the Captain was himself 
navigating the ship during the whole of 
my watch. From U p.m. onwards the 
Captain did not leave the bridge ; all the 

ers as to navigation were given by hin. 
I myself first observed the [ead abl 
pam; but others on the eruisor had sean the 
lights earlier. I was told the light was 
astern before I looked round and saw it. 
When I saw the light it was dead astern ; 
there were two masthead lights visible. A 
little later 1 saw also the two side lights. 
‘The Empress was, as nearly as I could tell, 
in a line with us. Every time I looked 
round I still saw the two side lights astern 
I saw them about five minutes before th 
collision. Between that time and the col- 
lision I did not look round again. It was 
quite correct that five minutes before the 
collision the Empress was dead behind, was. 
overtaking us quickly, but that I did not 
take the trouble tolook round agai, Ati1.15 
the first report was received from the look- 
outatthestern. ‘I'he ships were then sbout 
six or seven miles apart. ‘The captain gave 
the order that the Quangtai was to keep 
her course. ‘The quartermaster would not 
have changed his courve if this order had 
not been given. No measures were taken 
by the Quangtai to avoid the collision, 
except to keep her course. I know the 
duties of un overtaken ship. I consider it 
the right thing for an overtaken ship, 
when another is right behind simply to 
keep her coure. 

Mr. Sharp—Then I think you will have 
much to learn before you lenve this Court, 

Witness put the models in the positions 
he considered the ships occupied before the 
collision and then moved them through the 
the stages of the collision. In answer to 
further question he said: The bows of the 
two ships «wung apart befora*the bow of 
Empress got up as far as the Quangtai’s 
bridge. Idid not see the bow myself; I 
only saw the light on it, when the bows 
were swinging apart. Tt was the two aft 
boate of the Quangtai that were carried 
away. Our foretop had already been taken 
down on account of atyphoon. Atnostage 
whatever of the collision did the bows of 
the two vessels come t her. Our bow- 
sprit never struck the bow of the Empress

taken action against the Chinese Govern- 
ment if such ings had been open 
to them, but as it was a principle of law 
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that the sovereign State could not be 
ued in a foreign court, and that even a 
counter claim eculd not be made against 
a sovereign State, therefore so far as 
that court was concerned the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company had been 
helpless in this matter and unable 
to take thoso legal proceedings against 
the owners of the Quangtai which 
they otherwise would have done and were 
there perforoo as defendants only. An- 
other preliminary observation that might 
well be made was that this ease was ex- 
ceptional in the complete divergence of 
tho accounts of this collision given by the 
‘wo sides. The two stories were totally 
irreconcilable. The circumstances no doubt 
wore apt to be emphasised or suppressed 
according to the interests of the various 
patties, but usually it was possible to di 
Saguish the underlying common story 
and oommon explanation of what oc- 
curred. He submitted that in this case 
it was impossible to do 60. The stories 
hheré were practically from beginning to 
end totally irrecencilable, and it was im- 
possible to disguiee tho fact that one ac- 
count was not on!, false but he was afraid 








they must face the fact that it was 
intentionally false, thet it was so false 
that, they could only suppose it was in- 
tentionally false. ‘The issue before the 
court would be, in a sense, a very simple 
issue, which account, if either, was 
i paeggee 2 accepted. If the Quangtai’s 
story which his Lordship had already 
heard at length was true the Empress of 
India was entirely to blame. If the Em- 
press of India’s stury was true the Quang- 
tai was to tlame. With regard to the law 
there was only one general observation 
he would seek to make at that period, 
and that was that, of course it was 
the primi facie duty of an over- 
taking ship to’ keep out of the way. This 
was laid down in the 21st article of the 
Regulations for Prevention of Col- 
lisions at Sea. One of the two vessels 
hhad to keep out of the way; the other 
should keep her course and speed. As 
the Court would hear from their evidence 
the Empross of !udia was performing her 
duty in taking proper measures to keep 
out of the way. The Empress of India 
‘was properly performing her duty when 
the Quangtai suddenly and improperly 
changed her course, swinging round to 
jort across the tows of the Empress of 
India and thereby causing this col- 
lision. Although it was the prima 
facio duty of an overtaking ship to 
keep out of the way there was no 
presumption in Jaw that the overtaking 
ship in case of collision was in fault. If 
the otler ship's change of course 
caused a collision that other ship must 
show thnt not only was the change of 
‘course on her part necessary but she must 
also show the particulars of the change of 
course and the extent to which a change 
‘of cours on hor part was necessiry. If the 
overtaken ship changed her course she 
must justify that as she could; if not the 
overtaken ship was in fault. He would 
refer the O art to Marsden, pages 39 and 
475 on, the subject, ‘whero it was 
Inid down that where two ships were 
approaching each other so as to avoid risk 
of collision the law required one of them to 
Keep out of the way and the other to keep 
her course, If a collision occurred between 
two auch ships there was no presumption 
thut the ship to keep out of the way wns in 
fwult, because the duty of the other ship 
was no less stringent, and the fict of a 
collision was no evidence of n ence on 
the part of the ship to keep out of the 
way. That was the outline of the 
rinciple which he would deal more 
fully with Ister on. The rule requiring the 
ship to keep her speed must be observed 
strictly, and if thore was a possiblity of 
the other ship overtaking her she must 















stand on. The view was also taken by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
referred to in Marsden, that if one of the 
ships followed the rules and the other failed 
to do so, a collision was almost sure to 
follow. The same authority also quoted an 
extrac! froma judgmentof the Privy Couneil 
ruling that if the ship bound to keep her 
course noticed a danger which could justify 
a departure from that rule the alteration in 
the course must be no more than was 
necessury. ‘That just stated the propo-ition

H.B.M.’S POLICE 
COURT.

Police Magistrate. 
R. v, Epwaxp Doxogave and EDWARD 
Wrtaxs, 


Edward Donoghue and Edward Williams 
were brought up on remand, being pe 
With the theft of $200 from’a native house 
in Sicawei Road. ‘The prisoner Williams 
stated that he was born in Ireland, but went 
to the United States in 1884. ‘His Worship 
asked him if he did not state the day before 
that he was born in Son Francisco. ‘The 

mestion was. evaded, the prisoner stating 
that when a pérson went to the United States 
before being of age, it was just the same 
as being born there. "His Worship remarked, 
“the place for you is in the Mixed Cour 
Tn endeavouring to receive a direst answer 
from prisoner, His Worship said, “ Did you 
not say yesterday that you were not a 
Britisher, and came up from Manila on the 
Justin?” Prisoner again attempted to 
grade the question, and His Worship stated 
that he did not care to have anything more 
to do with him and ordered that the be taken 
to the U. S. Consulate, and if not wanted 
there, to the French Mixed Court for trial. 

Native constal . 7, of the Franch 
‘Municipal Police, stated that he was on duty 
on Saturday afternoon in Sicawei Road and 
saw a native holding a foreigner, and 
another one running away. He stated that 
ithe native Sanded the foreigner to him, and 
said that he had stolen $200 from ‘him, 
Witness took prisoner to the police station 
and charged him with larceny. "The prisoner 
Donoghue was pointed out as the man arrest 
ed by him. 

‘The complainant stated that he was em- 
ployed in the office of the Municipal En- 
gineer. He said: On Saturday afternoon 
T returned to my home at No. 2, Sicawei 
Road. A relative came to the house to pay 
my fother $200 which he owed him. “He 
caine upstairs and told me that there were 
two foreigners down stairs in my home 
office, who wanted to see me. We went down 
at once, and my relation at once missed the 
money which he had left, on the desk. ‘The 
foreigners had just left the office. 

Both [and my relation ran after the moa, 
I ran about 200 chang and caught one of 
the thieves (Donoghue) and gave him up 
to the police. He returned me the $100 and 
asked me not to send him to the police 
station. ‘The other man ran away, but I 
cried out and a man called Wong’ Zeean; 
helped me to catch him. ‘There were $10. 
in each of the packages stolen. My relation 
is not here. ‘The money was stolen from 
the top of my desk. : 

His Worship said he was going to take 
a very lenient view of the case but prisoner 
must say whether he would prefer to be 
dealt, with summarily or be brought before 
the Supreme Court. To be dealt with sum- 
marily he would have to plead guilty. His 
Worship reminded accused that he was not 
bound to say anything, and then asked him 
whether he vlesded guilty or not guilty. 

Prisoner pleaded guilty. i 

His Worship said that he was exceedingly 
sorry to see accused in Court again after he 
had been so recently cautioned and punished. 
Prisoner belonged to the Olivebank and had 



































been paid off because he practically made 
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i3 impossible for the Captain to take any 
other course. When Ais sentence was 
finished prisoner had given his Worship to 
understand that he was going to leave for 
Hongkong, and a ouarantee had been given. 
Under the circumstances, his Worship con- 
sidered that he could not take a more lenient 
view than to sentence accused to six months’ 
imprisonment with hard labour. 

His Worship thon gave instructions for 
Williams to be sent over to the U. S. 
Consulate for his trial.

Mat Thief sentenced. 

‘A coolie was brought before the Court 
charged by Mr. Sparry, of the Customs 
service, with the theft of a door-mat. ‘The 
complainant stated that on Thursday at 
about 7.30 p.m. he was dressing in his 
Toom, when his house boy reported to him 
that ‘some one hed stolen his door mat. 
‘A chort time later, as he was on his way 
to work, he spied a. coolie with something 
rolled up under his arm. Thinking it 
was his door mat, he took hold of it. 
The coolie at once dropped it, and 
grappled with the complainant.” ‘The 
struggle lasted for soveral minutes, and 
finally with the assistance of a police 
officer the coolie was placed under res- 
traint and taken to the Hongkew statio 

‘The mat which was found in the pri- 
soner’s possession was not the one etolen 
from the complainant, however, the pri- 
soner confessed that he took a mat from 
‘Mr. Sparry’s reeidence, stating as his 
reason for so doing, that he had no place 
tosleep in and stclo it to sell for anight’s 
lodging. When the prisoner was search- 
ed, 25 cents was found in his pocket. 
The prisoner wa- sentenced to receive 
600 blows and to be deported to Canton, 
his native city. 











House-boys boycott Park Lane. 

‘A house-boy was charged by a resident 
in Park Lane, Hongkew, with leaving 
his employ without giving due notic 
‘The complainant stated to the Court that 
on the 17th ultimo the prisoner quitted 
‘his employ without saying that he was 
going, after he tad been very impertin 
ent to the complainant’s wife, when 
asked to get a ccolie. 

On the Ist instant another boy was 
employed, who also refused to get a 
coolie. The hous» boy, on being asked 
why he would not get a coolie, stated 
that there was some writing in the cook 
house which was a sort of a warning

Inspector Bourke stated to the Court 
that he had received several complaints 
of a similar nature, stating that he be- 
lieved a sort of ring had been formed 
by servants which warned other servants 
not to work ‘. 
leged that the prisoner is a member of 
th’s ring, and 1- responsible for the 
writing in the ccck-house.

(From Messrs. Now, Murray d: Co. Prece Goods Trade Report of 12th November.)

According to the just received by 
the American mail,"n> recent, great is. of 
more importance in the United States than 
the announcement of President Roosevelt's 
decision in the case of Foreman Miller of 
the Government printing office. The Pres- 
ident's decision, @ final one, was expressed 
as follows :— 


I am dealing purely with the relation of 
the Government to its employees. I must 
govern my action by the laws of the land, 
which I am sworn to administer, and which 
differentiate any case to which the Govern- 
mont of the United States is a party from 
all other cases whatsoever. These laws are 
enacted for the benefit of the whole people, 
and cannot and must, not be construe 
permitting discrimination against some of 
the people, I am President of all the people 
of the United States without regard to creed, 
colour, birthplace, occupation, or social con. 
dition. My aim is to do equal and exact 
justice as among them all. In the employ- 
ment and dismissal of men in the Govern- 
ment service I can no more recognise the 
fact that a man does or does not belong to 
a unjon as being for oF against bim than T 
can recognise the fact that he is a Protestant 
or Catholic, a Jew or 2 Gentile, as being for 
or against him. ° 


‘The day following this announcement, the 
American Federation of Labour, of which 
Samuel Gompers is the President, issued a 
long address to the organised ‘labour of 
America, which contains this declaration re- 
garding the “open shop” question :: 

‘The Hxecative Council of the American 
Federation of Labour takes this opportunity 
to say that the trades union movement stands 
for strictly union shops, experience having 

noved that, where the “open shop” system 

8 been tried reduction in wages and pro- 
fits has ensued, wit disaster to 
the industry practising that system, and 
therefore declares that the best interests of 
the labour movement call for the employment 
of union workers and discourage in every 
way, shape and form the deteriorating effects 
which follow the recognition of the “open 
shop.” 

‘As was to be expected, these divergent 
views have been provocative of a great, deal 
of discussion, some of which is of quite a 
lively character—the language used in some 
cases being more forcible than polite. 

‘The New York “World” speaks 
most, enthusiastic terms of the President's 
decision, which it affirms is “ creditable alike 
to his judgment and his courage.” We take 
the following short comment from its 
columns :— 

It is thus settled, so far as a strong 
precedent can do so, that there is at least 
one employer—the Federal Government—to 
whom labour unions cannot dictate as to 
whom it shall employ or on, what, terms. 
‘The President remarks that “the laws of 
the land,” which he is sworn to administer, 
“ ¢ifferentiate any case in which the Govern- 
ment of the United States isa Party. from 
all other cases whatsoever. le. this 
is» perfectly true from the President's 
official standpoint, it may well be 
added that ‘the ‘fundamental assertion 
Of bis ruling the right to employ and 
fo accept employment free from intimida- 
tion orvinterference ‘by any authority un- 
Known to the laws of the land—in sort, 
freedom of contract—is as sound and as 
necessary to be upheld in its application to 























loyes and employees generally as to 
the Federal Government and its employees. 





‘Yhe Brooklyn “Citizen,” a Democratic 
organ, holds practically the same view, as 
is evidenced by the subjoined extract from 
its leading article :— 


President Roosevelt's decision in the 
Miller case is the only answer that he could 
possibly make to the impertinent demand of 
the American Federation ‘of Labour. that 
Miller should be dismissed from the Govern- 
ment printing office because he is. a, non- 
union man. We are sorry.that the President 
found it, necessary for political reasons to 
seften nis answer with apologies and flat- 
teries to organised labour. ‘The American 
people, however kindly disposed to the move- 
ment for amelioration and improvement of 
the masses, indignantly resent the attempt 
of the labour leaders to control economic 
conditions and to make the Government a 
party to their creed. 


These two papers may be taken as giving 
a fair representatian of how: the question 
is viewed by the Democrats. ‘The Republican 
Press, however, in its comments, is equally 
appreciative of the position taken by the 
President. ‘The Kansas City “ Journal,” for 
instance, rays :— : 

The President's attitude must commend 
itself to every fair-minded citizen, unionist 
or non-unionist. He will not fefuse to 
receive the union labour leaders. He will 
treat them courteously. He will give them 
a respectful hearing. But he warns them 
defordhand that he bas taken his stand on 
the constitution and laws of the country, and 
that no pressure they may employ will budge 
him. He is the President of the whole 
people. snd mot merely of trade unionists. 
‘The Government printing office is, there: 
fore, and is to be as long as Roosevelt is 
President, an “open shop.” He has, of course, 
no desire to alienate the labour unions. 
They are a considerable factor in the politics 
of the country. But he does not propose 
to let considerations of self-interest swerve 
him a degree from what he regards as the 
of duty. His attitude is charagteristic 
of the man—candid, fearless, and just. 


The “Evening Bulletin” of Philadelphia, 
in its numerous references to the Manchurian 
question, continues to maintain that what- 
exer the outcome of the present trouble 
may be, the United States occupies the posi- 
tion of a disinterested witness. “China,” 
it says, “has signed the treaty by which 
American commercial interests within her 
limits are safeguarded, and by which the 
two Manchurian ports are to be thrown open 
to our trade. It is not to be supposed with- 
out proof that the St. Petersburg Govern- 
ment will interfere to nullify this arrange- 
ment.” One would suppose that the recent 
trend of events would be sufficient to indicate 
how far the good faith of Russia may be 
relied upon when it suits her purpose to-act 
contrary to the solemn engagements she has 
entered into. Perhaps it is a case of  dis- 
tance lends enchantment to the view. 

‘The following paragraph is a part of its 
leading article on the subject 

For the next few days it is not improbable 
that all sorts of extravagant rumours respect- 
ing an anticipated clash between Russia and 
Japan may come from the Far Fast. A 
sample of this kind of exaggeration is afford- 
ed: by the statement that a fleet of ninety 
of the Czar’s warships have been dispatched 
to the Corean port of Masampho, where a 
portion of the Japanese naval forces are 
stationed. Everybody who understands the 
salient features of the situation knows that 
Russia does not have anything like ninety 
vessels of war at her command in this region. 
Asa matter of fact, her squadrons there are 
easily equalled, if not actually outmatched, 
by the fleet of Japan, which is modern, 
formidable, and manned by officers and crews 
who gave the world a gli of their 
fighting ability by.the manner in which they 
































promptly brought China to her knees, It 
may be true that’ Russia entertains designs 
on Corea, and that Japan will fight before 
she permite “the Hermit Kingdom” to fall 
under Muscovite domination as Manchucia 
has done. It does not follow, however, that 
immediate war is inevitable, or that every 
movement of ships and soldiers portends ic. 
So long as Russia maintains her traditionally 
friendly attitude towara this country, thers 
is no reason why Americans should concer, 
themselves whether she gets out of 
Manchuria or whether she finally ‘comes to 
blows with the Japanese over the possession 
of Corea—a portion of the earth's surface in 
whose disposition we have no interest what: 
ever.

‘The regular session of 
Congress will begin on the 7th of December, 
or only twenty-eight davs later. Yet thor 
is no condition of ‘ational affairs which 
Tequires any action that cannot be just as 
well taken un and considered in Decembor 
as in November. Extra sessions are only 
justified when a crisis or emergency is to 
he dealt’ with, or when some question 
demanding immediate attention has sudde 
sprang up in the interval between regular 
sessions.

Russian newspapers are much disturbed 
apparently avout the Yellow 
Peril! At least there is a good deal 
published at the present moment on this 
$rginal subject not only in the St. 

E ress but in the Russi

The Port Arthur. paper has a leading 
article on this subject in its issue of 8th 
Octob2r (21st). ‘Ihe gist of that article 
is that unless the Kussians hasten to 
colonise the Primorsk, the Chinese will 
colonise it with results that will in course 
of time prove bad for Russia’s Far East 
ern possessions. In the district alluded 
to, says the “Novi Krai,” the natives get 
“by an evil irony the ‘richest Iand and 
the Russians the poorest.” 

Progress Slow. 

“Tt would be uucandid to deny that tho 
economic prospects of the Primorsk aro 
improving,” says the same paper, “but 
the improvement is slow and hardly 
visible. ‘Tue place is almost full, too, and 
this filling up, which must be placed to 
the account ‘of the Chinese labourers who 
have been pouring into the district, can- 
not but be regarded as a serious danger 


because... +. it is seriously disad- 
vantageous for us to have on our hands 
a foreign army in the shape of a 


multitude of unemployed cooliies, the 
efiscouring of the Chinese population.” 
‘Phe Port Arthur paper then goes on to 
show that the danger is not visionary, 
and it recommends the sending to_ the 
Primorsk or Russian artisans as well as 
Russian labourers. Judging by the tone 
of the Port Arthur paper's article, mat- 
ters must be b:coming serious in the 
Primorsk. é ide 
The St. Petersburg “Viedomosti 
seems to be a confirmed believer in the 
reality of ‘he “ Xellow Peril” for it fre- 
quently publishes articles on that alarm- 
ing subject. Its latest harps on that old 
theme, the impossibility of the Russian 
labourer competing with the Chinese on 
account of the iatter’s low standard of 
living. Although the writer of that 
article claims to know the Far East 
thoroughly, he stows that his acquain- 
tance with it 1s merely superhcial by the 
idealised Chinam:.n that he presents to 
us,—a being anle to live on a handful of 
rice per day_and having almost: no wants 
whatever. If h had had any lengthy 
experience of the Far East he would know 
that as the Chinaman or the Japanese 
advances in the scale of civilisation his 
wants become mute, and that if he does 
not advance in the scale of civilisation he 
cannot compete with the European. 
Again, the latest issue of the “Novi 
Krai” contains a long article by a Mr. 
Gorcinog’ who shows that the “ Yellow 
Peril” is so to sreak, thundering af our 
very doors. He warns Europe that Chi- 
nese cheap labour will soon knock them 
out of the ring, bankrupt them, crush 
them. As for the Chinese army, every- 
thing leads one to believe that a formid- 
able army wili be created. Japanese aro 
helping to build arsenals. Chang Chictamg 
has got detachm-nts of soldiers traine 
in European style under the direction of 
Japancee officers. China is preparing for 
war; and in the mad “drang nach 
Osten.” that has scized on them, tho 
European Powers do not see, it seems, 
these terrible graves that are yawning for 
future generations. And what will you 
see, once the Chinese army is fully 
eaniypped, well-trunedjand ready to fight? 
How: many soldiezs do you think it will
